and as planned, and much of the bordering shrubbery 
planted, but the whole tiling was a mess—a maddening mass 
of tangled weeds and bushes and uncared-for s_tuff. 


He had mortgaged the place to make the improvements, 


and the mortgage, like the weeds and briars, had been grow- 
ing and growing until at the time of my visit it had out- 
grown the value of the property.

This is equivalent'to 12,986,152 long 


tons, valued-at $5.25 a ton. It Is an in- 
crease over the output for 1909 of 11,-

446, or more "than" 29 per cent. This 
increase alone is greater than the to- 
tal .output of Portland cement in 1900. 
In addition, to Portland cement there 
was also produced last year 1,139,239 
barrels of natural cement and 95,951 
barrels of puzzolan cement, a total of

United States being 89.1 .cents a bar- 
rel.

ured by the capital invested the. ce- 
ment industry is one of the -world's _ 
three great extractive industries. In i 
capital employed it apparently far out- 
ranks',the gold mining industry of the 
United States, including Alaska, as 
well as the copper ' industry.

Laziness is really a disease. Men 


actually are born lazy and, being so 
born, are not able to perform great- 
mental or physical work. Theodule 
Eibot of the Institute de France says 
in the Revut Philosophique: 


"Moralists. have written about the 


vice of laziness, but they neglect to 
consider the basic causes of such a 
quality or defect and attribute it sim- 
ply to a lack of will power. Congen- 
ital laziness^ horn laziness that is, 
has an organic and a mental origin. 
A scientifically complete examination 
of a series of so-called idlers has dis- 
covered there was a lack of tonicity 
in the whole system, that the heart 
beats were weak, the arterial pressure 
was low, and that the circulation was 
generally of the slackest. A conse- 
quence of this is that the brain show- j 
ed not so much an indisposition as a ' 
real incapacity for concentrating at- 
tention, and soon, owing to the fact 
that its nourishment was at the van- 
ishing point, became exhausted. The 
truth, of these findings is 
pointed, 


moreover, by the fact that even per- 
sons of great mental and physical en- 
ergy are given to indulgence in spells 
of idleness which they themselves are 
unable to explain, since their inclina- 
tion does not tend toward waste of 
time. At such periods they will find 
that the circulation of the bloofi had 
dropped from normal activity or else 
that, owing to indigestion or sluggish 
liver, certain areas of the brain and 
body are not being supplied with the 
normal quantity ot blood."

Cochineal Scarlet. 


It is the opinion of- Leoa Diguet, 


who has beea studying tho state of 
tjie cochineal industry in Mexico for 
some time, that before many - years 
have passed cochineal scarlet 
have become a thing of history only, 
like the Tyrian purple of antiquity. I 
•wonder how many people are aware 
of the method of manufacture of this: 
well known dye. It is made from the 
dried female of the cochineal irsects 
(Coccus,cacti). They are gathered by 
brushing the branches of the nopal 
cactus, on which, the insects feed as 
soon as they begin to lay their eggs. 
They are then desiccated in ovens or 
filled with boiling -water. It has been 
estimated that one pound of cochineal 
contains no fewer than 70,000 distinct 
insects. The color is brought out and ! 
fixed by chloride of tin. .Only a few ] 
plantations of the nopal cactus nowi 1 
remain, hence the fear that the dye | 
will soon become a thing of the past,' i 
at any rate unless .sonie other sub- I 
stance is found on which to feed tha j 
insects.

zinc smelters.' They will be roasted to 
a point where they will contain .from V 
to 15 per cent, sulphur, which will b 
sufficient,- depending, of course, on th 
composition of the ore. .
